PREMEN FREE FROM THE PLAGUE-THUIRTY-FOUR
NEW CASFS ANXD TWENTYTWO DEATHS
IN PARIS—CASES IN  HOLLAND,

THE RUSSLAN DEATH WO

Hambure, Sept. 12.—~Four hundred and four new
pagos of cholera and 110 deaths are roported for
yesterday. The Statistical Burean returns, as the
totals to September 10, 13,238 cases of the disease
and 5,805 deaths,

The weatler is splendid,  Yesterday the prome-
nades were thronged aud the open air restaurants
were filled with groups of people who ernversed in
lively tones. The managers of the clrens here,
which was closed because of the epulemin, ab-
nounce that their performances will start agnin
this wee, The pleasure gardens are doing &
good husivess.  Despite these symptoms of the
growth of public confidence, several doctors, who
are experts in cholera, fear to-day that the epi-
demie is somewhat inereasing.

The Hambnrg Senate has abswered in the nego-
tive inquiries made by the medical fuculties of
Berlin, Leipsic and Halle as to whether farther
aid was required. A quarantine of six durs has
peen declared at Cuxhaven against vessels frem
jnfected ports on the Elbe,

Terlin, Sept. 12.—It is officially anuounced to-
dav that no chulers has existed in Brewmen for
sversl days, and that there ix no further cause
tor anxiety regardinz that eity.  Chaneellor von
Caprivi bas advised the Prderal States that Bremea
is no longer suspeoted of containing the infeetion.

Puris, Sept, 12.—There were reported in the city
of Paris to-day thirty-four new cases of cholera
and twenty-twe deaths, while in the suburbs there
were reported six new cases and four deaths.

Havre, Sept. 12.—Yesterday’s cholera returns
show an increase in the number of both mew
caces snd deaths. Thirteen new cases and eight
deaths were reported, ns aminst cight new cass
and flve deaths on Saturday.

The Hague, Sept 12,—The steamer Maas ar-
rived at Hoekvan! Holland, from Iamburg on
Thursday. She was detained at quarantne ngtil
lust evening, when she wus allowed to proceed to
Rotterdam. Her captain was afterward stricken
with cholora, and died to-day. The steamer has
again heen quarantined. A vagrant died from
¢holera in Rotterdam thiz afternoon.

A decree hias been issued forbidding the importa-
tion in transit through Holland of wool, skins,
fuod stufls and other articles from Hamburg and
Altona, likely to be infectious,

Rotterdam, Sept. 12.—A former servant of the
late French General Boulanger, has died of a
cholera-like disorder at Wormerveer, fn North
Hollund.

London, Sept. 12.—The steamer Petubal arrivi<l
at Cordiff from Hamburg to-day. One of her
sailors had died from Asiatic cholera, and 1lie
vessel was cousequently quarantined.

St. Petersburz, Sept. 12.—0n Friday there were
reported from all the cholera-infected districts of
Russia 5,651 new cases and 2,310 deaths, (Fm-
pared with the figures of Thursday, September 8,
which were inadvertently stated yesterday as the
returns of Saturday, September 10, the figures ol
Friday show an Inerease of 3,327 new Gises.

‘MOB RULE AT FIRE ISLAND.

ALL KEPT ON THE CEPHEUS.

AN INJUNCTION AIDS THE CAUSE OF THE
RUFFIANS.

DREADFUL EXPERIENCES OF THE WORN-OUT
CARIN PASSENOERS OF THE NORMANNIA-—
GOVERNOR FLOWER'S PROULAMATION—

NO NEW CASES OR DEATHS FROM
THE CHOLERA IN THIS PORT.

(BT TELEGUAPH TO THE TRIBUNE |

Law and lawlessness prevented the landing of
the eahin passengers of the Normannia on Fire
Island beach yesterday. Judge Barnard fssued an
injuneciion restraining the health authorities from
iicing Fire Island for quarantine purposes and a
mob of citizens from Tslip and Day Shore stood
guard over the pier at the Sarf Hotel, and by
threnta and foree, prevented the passeagers on
the Cephens from lunding until the legal papers
of the injunction arrived. The men in this mob,
wealthy, many of them, and nearly all of them
regnrded as respeetable eitizens, acted ss members
of mohs usually do, and a piteous appeal from the
pnsseigrers of the Cepheus to allow the women
and children to land was refused.  So the
poor wanderers from the Normanoia were left
on hoard tha steamer which had brought them
down from Sandy Hook, and their plight was
worse this {0 Jjad been béfore, for there are no
sloeping secommeditions on the Cepheus, and
nearly 500 people were there.

Governor Flower when he was informed of the
sitnution, showed a spirit as lawless as that dis-
played by the Islip mob, and said that were ho
the eaptain of the Cepheus be would disregard
the injunction. Dr, Jenkina telegraphed to Gov-
ernnr Flower asking for State troops to enforce &
tanding on Fire Island.  Altogoether the eituation
regnrding the Fire Island plan was extremely
complicated, and not a littlo sensationnl last
night,

From Quarintine came the good news there had
been no mew deaths in the course of the day and
no new oages had developed. This gave a olean
record for twenty-four hours, and led to the lope
that the eliolery in the Lower Bay had finally been
got in eontrol. .

The Itosrd of Health announced that the city
was still free from cholers,  The principal interest
of the duy eentred In the wandering of the Nor-
mantiiwes passengers over tossing seas to shores
which would pot receive them.

Governor Flower fssued a proclamation at noon
direeting the Sherift of Suflolk County to resist
any  interferenes with the State authorities in
taking poesession of Fire Island, and warning all
jeople not to interfere with the use of Fire Ialand
as o israntine station.  While the Governor was
jsstiing  his  proctamation, Judge Barnard was
granting his injunction,

T MOB GROWS LAR R AND LARGER.

Then for the next three hours, the one hundred
and fifty eitizens of Islip and Bay Shore, their
pimbers having grown, marched up and down
the boand platforms, occasionally gathering in
kuots of twenty or so and holding impromptu in.
dignntion meetings,  All this while Mr. Vail sat
in Lis ehair on the stoop of Munsey's Hotel at the
enstorn ond of the slud, awairing the arrival of
the message which was to tell of vietory. The
little erowd of Quarantine ofticials and reporters
anxiously wutelied the throng at the eastern end
of the pier awaiting the signal which should tell
whethier or not the passenzers were to bhe allowed
to land. They saw u little steam launch run up
to the pier; they saw a figure jump on to the
pier, and then cheer upon cheer rose in the air.
The little knot of watchers at the other end then
knew that Judge Durnard had granted the in-
junetion. Dr. Veight rushed to the telegraph
offiee and sent a dispateh asking for confirmation
of the report.  Then there strode into the
office of the hotel, Willard P. Reid, counsel to the
corporation of Islip:Juling Hauspr, town elerk
J. %. O'Brien, justice of the peace; Dr. W. A
Paker, physicinn to the Islip Board of Health, and
Jolin W. Howell, chief of the deputies. Mr. Reid,
in behnlf of the Islip Board of Health, walked up
to D, Yoight and said:

“1 have to inform you, sir, that we have this
morning ebtained an injunction from Judge Bar-
uard, of the Supreme Court, Second District, of

Brooklyn. This injunetion restrains the Stats
Board from landing passengers from any ship in-
fected or otherwise on this iskand, which is part
of our township. In pursuance of this injunctiom
1 have to warn you that the citizens of Ialip,
sworn in as special deputies, will.remain on the
island and resist by force, if need be,.any at-
tempt to land on the part of the Normannia's
passengers or the passengers of any other infected
vessel.

PARLEYING WITH THE LEADERS.
“Where is tre injunetion?” asked Dr. Voight
“We have not yet reeeived it, but it is certain

t8 be in our hands in the course of the after-
noon,” replied Mr, Reid,

Dr. Voight had previously received confirma-
tion of the news in a dispatch from New-York,
and did not continue the useless argument then.
It was then abont 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon.
For two hours the crowd of belligerents strolled
about the plems with ;the air of those who already
owned the lsland, while Dr, Voight and the re-
porters, appeinted for the time being as special
deputy State efficers, awaited the arrival of the
Cepheus

There was a simultaneons rash of the hotel
people, the Quaraatine ofticials and the enemy &
the eastern end of ihe island, as the Cepheus,
which had passed fhe bar at last, liove in sighty
The crowd of Islip citizens, shouting and yelling
like a pack of hungry wolves, lined the centre
pier, with Mr. Reid, Supervisor Young, Mr. Howell
and Uoroner Moore at their head. As the Cepheus
slowly stenmed round the island from the rear
and came nearer and nearer the dock, the mob og
the pier grew perfectly insane with rage and exs
citement.

THE CEPHFEUS AT THE ISLAND.

The two big decks of the iron steamboat were
packed with a crowd of white-faced, haggard men
and women and children, all huddled together, a8
if for warmth and mntual comfogt. Long days of
detentlon, first on the plague-stricken ship with
cholera ever hovering around them ready to
strike: then on the Stonington, and last the
sleepless night en the Cepheus, had seemingly
beaten all life and hope and spirit out of them.
It was the ghost of a defiant cheer that they
riised in response to the howls of the worthy Islip
citizens, who stood waiting to receive them.
Then the blue uniforms of six New-York police-
men became visible as they pushed their way to
the front and scized the deck rope preparatory
to muking the boat fast to the pier.

Mr. Young stood in the front of the erowd,
“You don't land hers,” he shouted, and as the
boat lines were thrown oy the pier, the Islip men
at a signal from him threw them ofl into the
water. Then the Baym cheersd, while from the
deck of the Cophens came a volley of hisses and
eriea of * Shame, Americansg!”

Then there was o moment of silence as Captain
Tribble, of the Cepheus, leaped onto the rail of
the lower deck, and, with upraised hand, asked
permission to speak: “1 have heen on this boat
with these passengers for nenrly two days,” he
eried.  * 1 tell you that there is not the vestige of
any kind of sickness among them, and that they
may land in safety to themselves and to you.”

“Then land them in New-York,” velled the Islip
men, “We wol't have them here.” Onee more
the lines were thrown on to the pier by the po=
licoman and obee more thrown off.

THE BOAT DRLETS FROM THE PIER

1t seemed now as if the eaptain of the Cepheus
would give up the strugele to land his unfortu«
nate passengers, and the Islip moh set up another
yell as the big boat drifted out a little into the
stream. But at 2 signal from Dr. Vought, whe
had pushed his wny to the front, she stopped.
Then Dr. Vought turned to Mr. Reid and said:

“You soe the plight of these poor worn and
hungry women and children.  Will you not allow
me to communieate with them in some way ? I
am anxious to let them know that they are barred
hy this injunction.” Mr. Heid and Mr. Vail replied
almost in the same breatli:  * Dootor, if you want
to speak tio these people we will provide you with
a hoat, and see that you are allowad to lund with-
onut molestation or interference from cur men ™
Mr. Reid then called twe men who had charge
nf n hoat and said: “Take Dr. Voight to the
Cophens and bring him back 1o this doek.” D,
Voight wns abont to step into the bont when &
thought seemed to strike him, and turning te
Mr. Reid, he said: *Yonu say that you bave aa
injunction. Where is it 7

“Wa have our authority,” replied Mr. Reid,
“and ean produee it,”

Dr. Voight then stepped into the hoat. It had
gone scarcely a dogen yards when the hoat
stopped and turned and the men began rowing
buck as if for their lives,

“Why don’t you go to the Cephens,” asked Mr,
Reid.  “They refuse to take me,” said Dr. Voight
us he stepped onto the pier.

“You we do,” answered the men amid load
eheers. Then thers waw a londer shout as the
Cephens ones more hove slowly up to the pier,
Now the features of same of the better known pas-
sengers canld be  clearly  distinguished by the
newspaper men.  In the front of the upper deci
stood 1% T, Wall, who had been appointed by the
state Board ol Health te take possession of the
ighand to land the passongers. A dozen feot to
the left of him was A, M. Palmer] while behind
Mp, Palmer were K. L. Godkin and Senatop
MePherson, of New-Jersey.  On the after deck,
almost at the stern, stood Miss Lottie  Colling]
tastefully dressd in dark blue serge and fiercely
shaking her little bands at the bellizerents below,

ML WALL'S AUPEAL JEERED AT,

When the Cephens was within two feet of the
pier, Mr. Wall leaned forwurd, and in a loud,
clear voive, addressed the crowd: "1 am here®
I saidd, * on the suthorization of Govermor Flowes
ty tuke charge of this island and land these pase
sougers. 1 ocan tell you that these people are
entirely freo  from  sickiess"—(* Land  them in
Noew-York " shouted the erowdi=" free from sick-
ness,” eontinned Mr. Wull. *Then,” he eried,
wildly waving his arm, * these women and ehildren
are in distress.  Won't you help them

A blood-curdligg ‘howl was ‘the only responsa
All this time the six creatures wearing the unl-
form of New-York policemen stood by like a log
of trightened sheep, not earing, apparently, te
move a hund. If they had but the eourize to
draw their elubs or revolvers and jump on to the
pler, as they might easily have done at any mo-
went, the pastengers could easily have been
landed, There was any amount of nolss, but ne
fight in the crowd before them. Yet the officers
moved not.

“Oh, for two minutes of Inspector Willizma,®
murmured one of the newspaper men, and his
sizh was echoed by all those in sympathy with
the unhappy passengers,

“You are lehaving like fools and brutea®
shouted Mr. Wall, as the Cepheus moved away
again. Then Miss Lottie Collins came to the fore,
Pushing her way to the front of ithe erowd on the
upper deck, she s'oud for a minute looking down
un the shouters, Lier lips eurled in scorn, her cheels
Aushed With anger, her fair hair fluttering in the
wind.

“You creatures who call yourselves Americans,®
she shrieked, “shame on you; you disgrace yous
esountry and your name.”

The Cepheus now moved slowly to the western
end of the dock and then stopped. A bout was
lowered and Mr. Wall got mato it and was rowed
right up to the pier's side. * You don’t land here,*
eried the erowd. *“I don't want to land,®
answered Mr. Wall. “I only want to read Gove
ernor Flower's order.”

Supervisor Young then stepped forwand and said
“We don't eare for your autherity or that of
Governor Flower,”  Mr. Wall, however, read the
Governor's proclamation amid a chorus of howls
and groans. Then Dr. Voight ealled to him and
sid: “Do your people want sny food.
